Good afternoon, Ms. Best: 

This is an update to your Freedom of information Act request of 05/31/2019 (GSA-2019-001140), in 
which you requested: 

“Documents mentioning or reiating to Anonymous (the hacker movement/coiiective, see beiow) or 
hacktivism (defined as hacking as a form of protest and/or activism) generated between 1 January 2009 
and 1 January 2019, inciuding but not iimited to: * internai reports, buiietins, warnings and aierts reiating 
to Anonymous or hacktivism * Reports from the appropriate iT (information Technoiogy) or computer 
offices regarding possibie cyber attacks by Anonymous or other hacktivists * Reports, buiietins, warnings 
and aierts reiating to or mentioning Anonymous or hacktivism sent to or received from any federai iaw 
enforcement or inteiiigence agencies or any fusion center * incident reports investigating possibie hacking 
activity faiiing within the office's jurisdiction and aiiegediy carried out by members of Anonymous or other 
hacktivist groups * Materiais generated as a resuit of any suspected or actuai compromise, breach or 
"dox" (reveaiing of personai or private information) by Anonymous or other hacktivists Anonymous has 
been described by government agencies as a non-hierarchicai hacktivist coiiective. Anonymous uses 
hacking (and arguabiy cracking) techniques to register poiiticai protest in campaigns known as “#ops.’’ 
Best known for their distributed deniai of services (DDoS) attacks, past activities have inciuded attacks 
against the Church of Scientoiogy; Visa, Paypai, and others who withdrew their services from WikiLeaks’ 
Juiian Assange after that group began reieasing war documents; #OpTunisia and others purporting to 
support the Arab Spring; and a campaign that brought down the website of the Westboro Baptist Church. 
#Ops are usuaiiy marked with the reiease of a video of a reader in a Guy Fawkes mask using a computer 
generated voice." 

in order to properiy respond to your request, it is necessary for us to take a 10 working day extension 
under 41 CFR 105-60.404(a)(1), the need to search for and coiiect the requested records from fieid 
faciiities or other estabiishments that are separate from the office processing the request. You shouid 
expect a finai repiy on or before Juiy 18, 2019.
